DR. JOHN WILLIAM AIRD 
BY RUBY COMPTON 
FROM "HOW BEAUTIFUL 
UPON THE MOUNTAINS” 


Dr. John W. Aird was born 
Sept. 26, 1863 in Heber. His 
parents were William and Eliza- 
beth McClean Aird. They were 
converts to the LDS (Mormon) 
Church) They left Scotland on 
March 18, 1853 and landed in New 


Orleans on May 10. 1853. It was 
through Henry and Elizabeth's 
conversion to the **Mormon”’ 
Church that they left their 
homeland where they were raised. 

In 1861, when Henry M. was 
one year old, the family moved to 
Heber. The rest of the children 
were born in Heber, Wasatch 
County, Utah. John W. was three 
years younger than his brother 
Henry and they were very dear to 


one another all their lives. 

Later on, the family felt that 
some members of the church had 
departed from the teachings they 
had received in Scotland, and as 
Dr. Aird expressed it, they. could 
not bare the practice of polygamy. 
However, they retained their 
membership in the church and 
advanced in church and civic 
activities of Wasatch County. 

Dr. Aird’s father was a weaver 


‘of cloth by trade. He not only wove 


the cloth for his family, but for 
many others who lived in Heber at 
that time. The wool was furnished 
by John M. Murdock, who cared 
for the community’s sheep. As a 
child, Dr. Aird and his brothers 
and sisters kand carded and spun 
wool that made the yarn. He was 
‘one of six children. 

John spent his early school 
years in Heber schools then he 


attended the University of De- 


seret, now known as the Univer- 
sity of Utah. This was the same 
University as his older brother, 
Henry, attended. After John left 
the University, he taught school in 


Heber for five years, but -his 


greatest desire was to study 
medicine. He 
financial position would not bare 
the expense of such an education 
but he had many friends and his 
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knew his own 


brother Henry who were willing to 
loan him the money. After 
completing his education, he 
payed. each one back plus 12 
percent interest. 

John wrote an aritsle under the 
heading of “The Most Unforget- 
able Character I Have Ever Met.” 
In it he paid the highest 
compliments to Dr. John R. Parks, 
who was his teacher at the 
University.
